Mrs. Dantz is said to 
be only one of a host of women whose 
object in consulting the doctor wns 
not legitimate. The authorities say 
they expect to trace a number of 
deaths to Hossey's potions. Oone of 
them said today: "We are only be- 
ginning to uncover this case. It 
may prove one of the greatest crimi- 
nal events in the history of the de- 
partment. 
Hossey is the arch con- 


spirator in many crimes, the author- 
ities say. They have learned that for 
many months past his headquarters 


„-.. have been patronized by men and wo- 


men, both married and single, whose 
names are now in the possession if 
the district attorney and detective.1!. 
When the negro was arrested detec- 
tives searched his house and confis- 
cated a wagon load of bottles, drugs, 
instruments and other paraphernalia, 
which will figure in the case.

HE BUILT RAILROADS WITHOUT 
CAPITAL 


Two great railroads in this coun- 


try were built by men who started 
to do the work with about $16. 
"Shoestrings," . it is said 
by men 


who ( know the history of the two 
men and their struggles, "built the 


•Uriah Lott built 
a road 
1,000 


miles long, and when he started to 
do it he had 815 in cash. 


Arthur E. Stilwell. built one of the 


most important trunk lines in the 
west, and when he started he had 
nothing but his own confidence and 


the opposition of Wall street. 


Each today is a potent fore* in 


railroad circles. Lott is the head of 
a great undertaking and has 
the 


backing of millions. Stilwell is the 
president -of a corporation with the 
Gould interests behind him, 


Mr. Lott is no stranger to hard 


manual work. His hands and the 
pick became acquainted long ago. 
He has been a track layer, a bridge 
builder, and a railroad maker in the' 
practical 
sense. 
Stilwell, on 
the 


other hand, has worked almost en- 


tirely 'with his 
head. Both men 


have accomplished like results, but 
Lott did it in the field and Stilwell 
in the office. 
One is tanned by ex- 


posure to the sun and his hands 
have bean hardened by work. The 
other is pale fac*d and his hands 
are soft as a woman's. 


Lott was a contractor in the south- 


west when it occurred to him that a 
portion of Texas was 
open to tha 


railroad developer. That was about 
fourteen years ago. He had $15 in 
ready cash. Money he had to get at 


once, and he knew that it was use- 
less to look for it from bankers. He 
knew thnt there was no use looking 
to Wall street for it, as the interests 
there would 
be 
opposed 
to 
his 


scheme naturally. He went to an old 
cattle man named 
Kenedy, whose 


lands were a principality in them- 
selves. 


He pictured to the cattle man the 


results which would follow the open- 
ing of southern Texas by a railroad. 
He showed him how towns and cit- 
ies would spring up .and how the 


land would blossom out. 
Kenedy 


was shrewd and careful, but 
Lott 


talked him into a condition of en- 
thusiasm little less intense than his 
own. 
The cattleman agreed to fur- 


nish fl,000,000. 


The San Antonio and 
Arkansas 


Pass railroad was the 
name Lott' 


gave to his corporation as soon as h« 
had the million at his disposal. It 
boomed while the 
money, lasted. 


Then there were times of distress. 
Laborers had to be paid and bills 
had to b« met. 
Lott himself took 


rne pick and shovel 
and 
worked 


with the men. He stamped thft earth 
around the ties and was in the ranks 
of the section hand in full earnest. 


How the trick was turned 
Lott 


himself never has explained, but the 
project pulled through. Probably 
Kenedy was persuaded to sell 
an- 


other bunch of cattle and give an- 
other sum to the railroad. Perhaps 
another man of wealth was p«rsuad- 
ed to join hands in 
the 
venture. 


With one period of stringency tided 
over, things went better until an- 


other period arrived. The time camo 
when Lott had to have f 80,000 or 
go into thi courts and admit his 
vtnture was a failure. He got thi 
f 80,000. He went to CK W. Brack* 
•nridge, of San Antonio, and Brack* 
enridge saved th* day. 


The day of triumph came finally, 


for Lott He rode over the line h* 
had helped to build, not on. the handA 
: 


car, as he had gone over It many 
toes before, but In Ms private car.

understood to be a financial obliga- 
tion which a government has pledged 
itself to pay. Sometimes this is con- 
tracted in the interest of a single 
subject.

English government assumed a debt 
of over f 25,000,000 to liberate a sin- 
gle man, Captain Cameron, who had

months for the news of the outrage 
to traTel to England, but in less than 
•leven days 
afterward, 
a British 


army of fifteen thousand men, under 
General Napier, was on its way. It 
not only crossed the seas, but also 
marched a terrible journey of four 
hundred miles under a tropical sun, 
Until the troops reached Magdala, and 
battered down the fortress, and res- 
cued their incarcerated countryman. 
A civilized country is usually ready 
to begin any undertaking, assi 
any financial responsibility, in order 
to protect its own from the tyranni- 
cal clutches of a foreign foe. 


Sometimes an extra financial obli- 


gation is assumed by a governmen 
in times of peace, as well as in times 
of war. 
A depleted, treasury during 


the financial panic of 1803, causec 
the president of the United States to 
issue $200,000,000 worth of govern- 
ment bonds. Some of these interest 
bearing bonds were purchased by 
foreign capitalists, and 
others by 


American citizens. But there are stil 
other forms and causes of interne 
tional obligation. A government can 
owe to foreign lands more than 
money. Such definitions as we havi 
given are right as far as they go; bu 
they are too circumscribed. When the 
Hsbrew, Paul, wrote, "I am debto 
both to the Greek and to the Barbar 
lans," I do not believe he had any 
idea of a financial interpretation. Re- 
ferring to Greece, he was alluding to 
the intellectual 
influence of

Athenian capital, which made itself 
felt throughout the world. That city 
swayed the sceptre in the domain of 
intellectuality, it ruled the. world of 
culture with the sculptor's chisel, the

I ani 
here today to tell you how best we 
can pay the debt, as individuals, as 
well a's a nation. We can repay our 
national debt, first, by conveying to 
foreign lands the sweet message of 
the Calvary 
Cross. When, 
many 


years ago, five humble consecrated 
students met behind a haystack in 
old Williamstown,. where I used to 
go to college, and founded the first 
American Poreign 
Missionary 
so- 


ciety, one of the greatest purposes of 
America's future life was given prac- 
tical form. Those five. young men 
planned an evangelistic work, which 
had the same world-wide scope that 
Paul's mission had for the Christian 
religion.

ng room.

hf refused. At last on the fifth day 
word was brought that we might 
go into tents if we would pay one 
doctor five napoleons, another two 
and a half, and the governor eight 
making altogether fifteen and a hal;

The growth of alcoholism in Chili 


is rapidly increasing. 
According to 


the figures adduced during a recent 
discussion, the number of persons ad- 
dicted to the excessive use of alcohol 
in 33 departments is 68,592. Santiago, 
with only .300,000 inhabitants, counts 
over 24,000 persons who are addicted 
to the excessive use of intoxicants. 
As a result of so much drunkenness 
new and stringent laws have been 
enacted. The distilleries and. brew- 
cries are all placed under strict gov- 
ernment control, not 
only 
as to 


quantity but as to quality of product. 
Public inspectors and chemists are 
put in charge of the works and all 
liquors, are to be kept free 
from 


adulterations. Licenses are to" be 
sold to the highest bidder once in 
three years, but no license will be 
issued for the sale of liquor within 
200 yards of any church, school, char- 
itable institution, or soldiers' bar- 
racks. No liquors may be sold at 
any 'theater, at any railway station, 
or on any railway trains. No mayor 
of. any city, no alderman or other. 
officer of government, may own or 
control arty license. Sections of cities- 
which so vote may constitute them- 
selves 
prohibition 
districts, 
No 


liquors may be sold after midnight or 
before six o'clock in the 
morning. 


Offenses ngainst the law must be 
tried summarily. 
No case can be 


continued bevond ten days and no 
judge can withhold 
decision 
more 


than five days, and sales to all minors 
are strictly prohibited.—Journal of 
Inebriety.
